When a"pirate" radio ship calling itself Radio Caroline started broadcasting pop 
music off Britain's east coast in March, the government was inclined to laugh it 
off as a huge joke. 
This saucy wench with the black patch over one eye wouldn't last more than a few 
weeks. What Briton would want to listen to disc jockeys broadcasting illegally 
from behind the three-mile limit when he could hear uplifting talks-on BBO? 
But the government was wrong. Operating from a 750-ton passenger ship that-has. 
been converted into a radio station, Radio Caroline quickly built an audience of 
seven million Jisteners. And now Caroline has been joined by another tough look~ 
ing buccaneer, Radio Atlanta, a converted timber vessel which is anchored off 
the east coast seaside resort of Frinton-on Sea. It, too, pipes canned music and 
commercials to the delighted natives. Between them it looks as though the two re: 
"pirates" may have blasted a breach in British defenses big enough for commercial eal 
radio to crawl through, thus ending BBC's 42-year old monopoly on radio broad- 
casting. 
Emboldened by the success of Caroline and Atlanta in capturing the housewife's 
ear, a powerful radio lobby is now clamoring for the goverment to throw open the 
whole field of broadcasting to commercial interests. = -

A conventionai reas deck mounted antenna was selected. The 
antenna used was a MHustier™ BG meter whip and all the above symfoms 
existed. The antenna was tuned to 3.97 Me and impedance measurements 
were taken over the entire phone portion of the 80 meter band. The 
impedances were normalized and oi.o0tted on the below Smith chart. 


t on the Smith chart indicates that the 
resonant impedance is 30 stms anc not 50 as manufacturer specifica- 
tions indicate and that it fails outside of the 1.5:l1 area. Correc- 
tion of the” antenna over the entire 80 meter” band would require an 
extensive filter network and the average corrected impedance would 
provide a higher SWR than most hams would accept. 
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With a two element fiiter an S¥R of 1 to 1 could be expected 
at the designed frequency and freouency diversence could he 
obtained by variation of tne antenna tuning sub. It would also 
provide maximum area of imnedance correction around the resonant 
Frequency 

The first point on the Smith chart was. chosen to provide a 
series capacitor that would modify the antenna terminal impedance 
sufficiently to aliow for enrrection by a shunt inductance. The 
capacitor shift is indicated by the are designated X,AB. The 
dashed line indicates the transposition necessary to determine 
the point for the shunt inductance. The are designated xX, OB 
is the inductance required to provide a 1:1 SWR,
